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PETITION TO INTERVENE 

 

 COMES NOW Microsoft Corporation (“Microsoft”), and pursuant to Iowa Code § 

476.6 and 199 IAC 7.13 petition the Iowa Utilities Board (“Board”) for an order 

permitting them to intervene in this docket.  In support of their petition, Microsoft states: 

1. As the owners and operators of large data centers within the assigned 

exclusive service territory of MidAmerican Energy Company (“MidAmerican”), Microsoft 

is one of MidAmerican’s largest electric service customers within the state.
